These licensing conditions will also be applicable to project am) non-project 
portions.

Licensing condition'', applicable to French Credit for 1972-73 to'r Private and Pvblic 
Sectors (Project and Non-Project pcrtioiis oisoK 

1. Import Licence .—The import licence w di be issued on CIF basis, with initial 
validity period of 4 months Jor ordering and P.veleve months for completing ship¬ 
ments. Within a fortnight of the receipt of the import licence, the importer should

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intimate to the Department o£ Economic Affairs (WEI Section^ the fact ot receipt 
ui the impurt licence and furnish supply contract against the licence within the 
period of validity for oioierinh. The contract must ne iurnlshed alongwilh com¬ 
plete dot:uiiients, stipulated in condition K below. 

This condition will not he ucemed to have been complied with' unless complete 
cuntiact documents aie fo.nished wUnin the stipulated period of 4 months. 

Where this stipulation is not complied with within lour months, the licence may 
bo preseiiied lo lao CCI&E/JCLT&E for revaUdati07i, for ordering, giving reasons 
why cuntraciine could not be completed within four months. A copy of the letter 
lo the uCIdtE/JCCI&E may be sent to the Department of Economic Alfalrij (WE-I 
Section). 

The request for revalidation would be considered on merits, in consultation -with 
the Depailment of Economic Alfairs, and if accepted, the licence will be revalidated 
for ordering for a further period not exceeding three months. 

2. Ordering ..—Orders on the basLs oi firm prices have to be placed on the French 
suppliers for the whole amount of the licence. 

In the ca.se of allocation for non-project segment of the French credit, normally 
a single contract has to be entered into for the whole amount subject to provision 
in the following clause. No amendment having linanclal implications can be 
subsequently made in the contract. 

In the case of import of equipment under the non-project, more than one contract 
can be entered into subject to permission .specific-ally obtained from the Department 
of Economic Affairs, giving reasons for doing so before placing orders. 

Under the Credit Agreement for 1972-73, Government of India have the option to 
svrbstitute Buyers' Credit by Suppliers’ Credit if such a course is found to 'le more 
benellclal. It has, therefore, been considered necessary that Indian Importers who 
have been given allocation of and above FF 5 million from the project portion of 
the French Credit .should invite quotations from French Suppliers for supply of 
equipment on credit terms mentioned below; Down payment upto 5 per cent of the 
contract value; repayment of the balance. uv?r a periocl of 10 years commencing six 
montlis after the completion of the shipments and interest rate of, 6 per cent per 
annum free of Indian income tax inclusive of financing charge if any. The Indian 
Importer .should also invite quotations the basis ot payment terms indicated In para 
6 below. On the basis of this data. Government of India will decide the mode of 
financing the imports, and advice the importer on the mode he may adopt. 

.3. Terms Of Contracts ,—Tho contract should be placed in French Francs on a 
C.I.F., or C&F ba.sis and should clearly indicate FOB, Freight and Insurance of the 
contr.nct value separately for each clement. 

The value should be reckoned at present at the Central rate of one French Franc- 
Rs. 1.422. 

The above rate of exchange is, however, subiect to revl.sion, if and when the 
IMP fixes a different parity between the Indian Rupee and the French Franc.

However, where an amount higher than 5 per cent Is to be provided lor payment 
as an advance, prior approval ot the Department ol Economic Adairs should be 
obtained, with lull justihcation. before any commitments are made. 

(ii) Other Payments. —(tti Industrial Projects. —Apart from the amount of down 
payment will be payable pro rata according to the value of goods covered by each 
equipment under the contract, or at the time of completion of erection, or on com¬ 
missioning ol the plant. 

However, depending on the type of project, the payment for contracts for indust¬ 
rial projects may also be provided lor as for the commodities, referred to in (b) 
below. 

Cl)) Commodities. —In the contracts lor commodities (Ught equipment, spares, 
components, chemicals, lertilizcrs, raw materials, etc.), the amount left alter down 
payment will be payable pro rata accoading to the value ol goods covered by each 
shipment, on the basis of the shipping schedule.

ol project etc,, are set out in precise term.s, with details showing the 
schedule of deliveries/payments. 

8. Castomarj/ Giiarantcc. —The importer may arrange for obtaining any custom¬ 
ary guarantee (s) which may be necessary for safe guarding his interest. 

9. Submission Of Contract Documents.—Within 20 days of the placing of orders, 
the importer should send a letter accompanied by the following doemments to the 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs (WE-1 Section), North Block, 
New Delhi: 

(i) Ten certified copies of the contract and any further amendment (s') duly 
executed in Engli-sh language and signed by both the Indian importer 
and the French .supplier. The order placed by the importer will not bo 
construed to constitute a contract without Its acceptance by the French 
suppliers. Where the Suppliers' acceptance letter is in French, an 
English translation of the letter should be provided. In cas'’, where a 
contract has not been executed as a single clocument, 10 certified copies 
of both the importer's order and suppliers’ acceptance thereof, along- 
with amendment (s). if any. should be famished. If the contract

consists of several amendments or several letters exchanged between, 
the importer and the supplier, a consolidated contract should be entered 
into in substitution. The contract can be processed only If all the 
documents are complete, along with those stipulated below. 

(ii) Photo copy of import licence valid for contracting on the date of execu¬ 

tion of the contract/acceptance of French supplier of the order placed 
on him by the importer. 

(iii) Bank Guarantee.- —A Bank guarantee (as in Annexure-II) obtained from 

a Scheduled Bank authorised by the Reserve Bank of India to deal in 
foreign exchange. 

(iv) Other Particulars stipulated In Annexure-Ill. (Central and State Govern¬ 

ment Departments, State Electricity Boards and Public Sector Under¬ 
takings shall send these particulars In duplicate'). 

The Contract will be proposed as per condition 10 below, only after all these docu¬ 
ments have been furnished. 

10. Notification, Of Contract. —"The contract will be notified by the Department of 
Economic Affairs to the Counsellor for Economic Affairs, Embassy of Ph'ance, New 
Delhi if it is complete and, the documents, including the Bank Guarantee, etc. are 
in order and the import licence is valid for ordering and is considered eligible for 
financing under the fTencb Credit. 

11. Effectuation Of Contract. —-The contract will be deemed to have become effec¬ 
tive 20 days after its notification by the Department of Economic Affairs, provide! 
no objection is raised by the Embassy of France within that period. 

12. Remittance From India. —No remlttance.s from India are permissible under 
the import licence issued under the French Credit, except in terras of condition 15 
below. 

13. Method of Payment.—Payments are made to the supplier both from the 
French Trea.sury loan and the Buyers’ credit, through Banque National de Paris, 
or the Banque Francaise du Commerce Exterieur, or any other agency in France, 
on the basi.s of a “Letter of Instruction’’ to be issued bv the (bontroller of Aid 
Account.s. Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, on effectuation of 
the contract. 

14-. Despath of Shipping Documents .—Immediately after payments have been 
effected in accordance with the Letter of Instruction referred to above, the original 
set of documents (negutiablel, alongwith details of bank charges (l/8th of the one 
per cent documentation charge plus tax @ 17.80 per ernt thereon) and expenses 
on postage, will be sent by Banque Nationale do Pari.s, or the Banque Francaise du 
Commerce Exteri,eur, as the case may be to;—.

1,5. Rciriiitances of Bank Charges. — Within a wetk of receiving the intimation 
about ba.nk charges, vide condition 14 surra from the Banque Nationale de Paris, 
or the Banque Francaise du Commerce Exterieijrs, as the ca.se may be, the Indian 
Bank will remit the amount of bank charges directly to the French Bank concerned. 

For this purpose, necessary rupees will be cMllCcted by the Indian bank from the 
Indian importer, in addition to the amount required under their guarantee ride 
condition y(ili) supra.

However, this rate is subject 
to revision if and when the IMF parity rate of exchange undergoes a change. 

(ii) Government Departments .—In respect of imports made by the Departments 
of Central and State Governments (including State Electricity Boards) the documents 
will be sent direct to the importer.s. who will ensure that their respective Accounts 
"'Officers promptly accept the debits, as and when raised by AGCR, on the basis of 
advices is.sued by the Ministry of Finance. The procedure of making deposits will 
not apply in their case. 

17, Bank’s Responsibility .—It will be the responsibility of the Indian Bank 
which has given the guarantee or the State Bank of India, or one of the 14 nation¬ 
alised banks, as the case may be, to arrange for the timely deposits of these amounts. 
before handing over the original documents to the importer. 

18. Method of making Rupee Deposits .—Deposits may be made either at the 
Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi, or the State Bank of India, Tis Hazari Branch, 
Delhl-G, or remitted by means of a demand draft from the local branch of the State

No. 113 -ITC(PN)/ 72 . —Attejition is invited to column 6(viii) of form ‘E’ meant 
for applications for Import of Capital goods, appearing in Appendix 3 (pages 313—■ 
323) of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 197.2-73, 
according to wnich the applicants requiring to import Capital goods have to furnish 
satisfactory documentary evidence from foreign suppliers (e.g., the proforma inv ice 
etc.) in support of the C.I.F. value of the goods sought to be imported. 

2. It has been decided that, In future, the proforma invoice or other satisfactory 
and acceptable evidence in support of the C.I.F. price, furnished with the applications 
for import of Capital Goods, should indicate separately the amount to be incurred 
on account of (i) freight and (ii) insurance, as included in the C.I.F. price declared 
by the applicant in his import application. 

.'■i. Import licences for Capital Goods will continue to be issued for C.I.F. value 
but the licencing authorities will endorse the licence indicating separate amounts 
in respect of (i) the F.O.B. value of equipment, (ii) freight and (iii) insurance. It 
will aUso be a condition of the licence that the amount paid in respect of each of 
these .shall not exceed the amount as specified in the licence or the actual amount 
charged, whichever is lower
